That was Just tbe time when Ameri¬ 
go's fame filled tbe world, while Colum¬ 
bus' disgrace overshadowed his merit, 
aud evidently his name bad never 
reached the quiet village In tbe Vosges 
when Amerigo trumpeted forth his own 
glory. So Uylacomylos proposed, that, 
since tbe new continent was. after all, 
not a part of the Indies, no uatne would 
suit It better titan that of his famous 
explorer. Amerigo. 

The book was read far and wide, and 
so quickly was the proposition accepted : 
that, when later ou tbe true discoverer 
was known, the name waa already 
rooted too deeply In general use to I 
lie abollslted. and waa even extended 
to tbe north part of tbe confluent, while 
liylacomylua bad only meant It for 
tbe present South America.—National 
Geographic Magazine.
